Buyers are cautioned when purchasing RG8U; RG58U; or RG59U these cables have been tak« 
off the Mil Spec list and are now graded as commercial coax. The reason is the high 
cost of copper used for the braid, which has now been reduced to a bare minimum thus 
reducing the shielding capabilities. 


Mil Spec cables to use in place of the above are RG58C/U; RG59B/U and RG213/U (former 
RG8/U)
